MADRID, Sept. 9.—Unofficial re- 
ots reaching the Spanish capital 
oday said Government militiamen 
nad entered the subterranean pas- 
gages of the Toledo Alcazar, in 
which 1700 Fascist rebels have held 
out against a siege for seven 
‘weeks. The rebels include women 
and children. 

Rebel guns within the Alcazar, 
for the first time since July 20, 
were silent last night and author- 
ities here thought that daily pound- 
ing by six and 10-inch shells had 
driven the Fascists from the upper 
parts of the ancient fort. 

Machine gun detachments and 
hundreds of militiamen with hand 
grenades were ready to attack the 
building, the walls of which have 
been wrecked by the long artillery 
bombardment. Today’s reports in- 
dicated advance scouting parties 
bad gone ahead into tunnels. Some 
advices, which could not be con- 
firmed, even said the rebels had 
surrendered.

Occupation of Huesca. 
Occupation of Huesca, capital of 

Huesca province in the northeast, 

was reported by the War Ministry. 

Government militiamen marched 

into the city after artillery and

The confiscation of large rural 
estates belonging to the nobility 
and to wealthy Rightists was an- 
nounced.

NEW STRIKE IN MINNEAPOLIS: 
WPA WORKERS END ‘HOLIDAY’ 


Total Involved in Various Walk- 
outs Now 2000; Governor 
Seeks Settlement. 
By the Associated Press. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 9.--About 
150 employes at two storage battery 
plants went on strike today, seek- 
ing union recognition and estab- 
lishment of seniority rights. Four 
other current labor disputes involve 
an estimated total of more than 
2000 workmen. Nearly all WPA 
workers, who have been taking a 
“holiday” returned to their jobs to- 
day after failing to get the wage 
increase they demanded. 
Gov. Petersen declared he would 
use his power to prevent the con- 
tinuance of such “costly” strikes 
as that Senses’ grocery truck 
drivers Which has virtually tied up 
the delivery of supplies to retail- 
ers. Grain elevators and mills con- 
tinue idle. 

The strike of WPA _ workers 
ended after an open break between 
the Federal workers’ section of 
General Drivers’ Union No. 544 and 
the Workers’ Alliance. 

WPA employes who are members 
of the Federal Workers section 
voted to return to work last night 
over the protests of Workers’ Alli- 
ance, an organization of WPA work- 
men which called the walkout last 
week. More than 6000 men partici- 
pated in the four-day “holiday.” 


3 BRITISH POLICEMEN 
KILLED IN PALESTINE 


Ten Arabs Dead or Wounded After 
Two Engagements With 
Authorities,

JERUSALEM, Sept. 9. — Three 


British policemen, attached to an 
expedition to clean out snipers 
from disturbed areas, were killed 
in action today.

FILED FOR SENATOR NORRIS 
75-Year-Old Veteran Has Wished 
to Retire but Is Expected to 
Make Race. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 9.—United 
States Senator George W. Norris, 
Republican Independent, was named 
a candidate for re-election with the 
filing in the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice today of a petition bearing 40,- 
504 signatures. 

Norris, 75 years old, had expressed 
a desire to retire, but his friends 
said they thought he would make 
the race. He is at his summer 
camp in Wisconsin. 

The petitions were filed by James

PARIS, Sept. 9. -- The General 
Confederation of Labor tonight de- 
manded that the French Cabinet 


reconsider its neutrality stand to- 
ward the Spanish civil war. At the 
same time, however, the labor or- 
ganization reaffirmed its support 
of Leon Blum’s government. 

The development came as new 
stay-in strikes were called to en- 
force workers’ demands. 

The Confederation, which claims 
5,000,000 members, asked the Gov- 
ernment to restudy its bar on arms 
shipments to the Socialist-Commu- 
nist-Republican Madrid Govern- 
ment “in accord with the British 
Government and other democratic 
countries.” 

In a communique the Confedera- 
tion Council “reminded” workers’ 
federations and syndicates that it 
alone was “empowered to decide 
on the general action of the work- 
ers’ movement.” 

Whether that was a threat of a 
general strike in the event the Blum 
government refused its demands or 
a warning to individual unions un- 
der the confederation to halt the 
new wave of occupation strikes was 
not clear. 

Strike Action Widespread. 

Fifty thousand strikers occupied 
factories and mills at opposite ends 
of France tonight, 30,000 in the Lille 
textile region and 20,000 at Mar- 
seille. The Lille strikers demand a 
10 per cent wage increase. 

Many persons think the federa- 
tion will not seek to overthrow the 
Government, at present at least, if 
turned down on assistance for 
Madrid. Speedier application of the 
40-hour work week voted by the 
French Parliament is one of the 
matters involved in labor’s action. 

Rightists @enounced the Govern- 
ment for “permitting the occupa- 
tion of factories despite assurance 
it would no longer be tolerated.” 

Orders went out from Col. Fran- 
cois de la Rocque, leader of the 
French Social party which succeed- 
ed the Nationalist Croix de Feu, in- 
structing his followers to prepare to 
assume power under three condi- 
tions: Legally if possible; by force 
in case the revolutionary (People’s 
Front) parties used violence to 
crush literties and impose a dic- 
tatorship; in the event of a break- 
down of governmental authority. 

The newspaper Le Populaire, re- 
garded as the Socialist party organ 
and the Premier’s mouthpiece, de- 
voted a section to appeals for Span- 
ish aid. 


WPA WORKERS NEED NOT TAKE 
PRIVATE JOBS IF NOT QUALIFIED 


Nor Unless Work Offered Is at 
Going Rate of Pay, Says 
Administrator. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — The 
Works Progress. Administration 
ruled today that, although the 
needy must accept available pri- 
vate jobs, they need not do so “un- 
less they are qualified to do the 
work and when such work is at 
a standard or going rate of wages.” 
Corrington Gill, acting adminis- 
trator, said “The WPA is not an 
employment exchange nor a place- 
ment service, nor will it be a party 
to arbitrarily forcing workers. to 

accept sub-standard wages.” 

Gill's ruling was prompted by the 
request of the Memphis Chamber 
of Commerce and other southern or- 
ganizations that WPA workers be 
dropped to provide labor to pick 
cotton. 

Wayne Alliston, Mississippi WPA 
administrator, announc.4 earlier to- 
day that all projects in the Missis- 
sippi delta were being suspended to 
relieve the cotton pickers shortage. 

WPA officials here said, however, 
Allison had not been authorized to 
drop workers not suited to such 
work.

LANDON’S MOVE

Edward Schnurr, who served as 
Republican election clerk in the 
Eighth Precinct of the Twenty-third 
Ward in the river front bond elec- 
tion, has made a sworn statement 
to the Post-Dispatch that he wit- 
nessed ballot box stuffing in that 
precinct. He named one of the pre- 
cinct officials who, he said, had 
put “about 150 fraudulent ballots in 
the box.” 

The precinct is one of those in 
which the Post-Dispatch, in its in- 
quiry, has established fraud. Its 


recorded vote in favor of the river 
front bonds was 299 to 10. From 
26 qualified voters of the precinct 
this newspaper has obtained affi- 
davits that they voted “no.” Four 
others said they had voted “no” but 
preferred not to sign affidavits. 

Schnurr’s statement, printed in 
detail elsewhere in this edition, 
mentions that last November or De- 
cember he wrote to Circuit Attor- 
ney Franklin Miller, setting out the 
facts related in the statement and 
offering to testify before a grand 
jury. He said he received no reply. 

How Ballot Box Was Stuffed. 

In his statement Schnurr says 
that the election official he named 
took from the printed registration 
list for the precinct the names of 
persons who had not voted, and 
added them to the poll books to 
make it appear that they had 
voted. 

Later, he says, this election offi- 
cial went in and out of the wash- 
room several times, and each time, 
on leaving the wash-room, stuffed 
ballots in the box. 

Schnurr protested, he says, but 
was told to “keep his mouth shut.” 
He did nothing further about it at 
the time, he says, because no po- 
liceman was stationed at the polling 
place, which was in a garage at 
4151 Delmar boulevard, and he 
feared that he might get into 
trouble,- 

Except for two hours between 
11:30 a. m. and 1:30 p. m. when he 
went out for lunch, Schnurr says, 
he was in the polling place all day. 
Voting was light, he says, and he 
estimates that not more than 155 
votes were cast while he was in 
the polling place, despite the offi- 
cially recorded total of 299 to 10. 

Schnurr, a barber, of 445 North 
Sarah street, has served as a pre- 
cinct official in eight or nine elec- 
tions during the last 17 years. Last 
week he was reappointed by the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
to serve as Republican election 
judge in the Second Precinct of the 
Twenty-third Ward. His barber 
shop is used as a polling place for 
the first precinct of the ward. 

Woman dJudge’s Account. 

Mrs. Alice Rhodes, 4131 Washing- 
ton boulevard, who served as Re- 
publican election judge in the pre- 
cinct where Schnurr was Repub- 
lican clerk in the riverfront bond 
election, also told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of some irregular conduct 
by the precinct official Schnurr 
said had stuffed the ballot box. 

After the polis had closed, Mrs. 
Rhodes said, this official said: “Oh, 
what's the use of counting these 
ballots? They're all for the bond 
issue, anyway.” 

Mrs." Rhodes said she protested 
that she knew at least a dozen per- 
sons who had voted against the 
bonds and that she would not sign 
the poll books unless a count was 
made. 

She did not recall who it was 
that counted the ballots, she said, 
but remembered that after they 
had been counted the precinct of- 
ficial named said something to the

Almost a Vote a Minute. 


The exceptionally heavy vote— 
762 votes in 780 minutes, one vote 
every 60.41* seconds—must have 
been wearying to the group of pre- 
cinct officials who opened the hal- 
lot boxes at 7 p. m. and began to 
count the votes that had been cast 
since 6 a. m. that day. 

Only in one other of the city’s 669 
precincts had the precinct officials 
had a busier day. That was the 
fourteenth precinct of the Eight- 
eenth Ward, at 1539 North Jeffer- 
son avenue, in and out of which 
824 voters whizzed in 780 minutes, 
the recorded vote total indicates.

The Process of Voting. 


When a voter steps into a polling 
place, it will be recalled, it is neces- 
sary for him to announce his name 
and address. The four election 
judges, two representing each party, 
search for his name in the alphabet- 
ical list of registered voters as con- 
tained in the two registration books 
for the precinct. When they find it, 
one of them calls out the number 
of the line in the book on which the 
voter’s registration is entered, and 
a ballot is then marked with the 
initial of his last name and the “line 
;number” of his registration. 

The two clerks, one for each par- 
ty, then inform the judges how 
many ballots have been issued, and 
another number’is put on the ballot 
to show that it wes the thirtieth or 
fortieth issued, or whatever the 
proper number may be. Then the 
clerks write that number and 
voter’s name and address on yellow 
slips, and fit them into loose-leaf 
books known as the poll Mists, 
which are kept in duplicate, 

Meanwhile the voter has gone to 
the voting booth to mark his ballot. 
When he returns, the judges must 
see to it that it is properly folded 
before being placed in the box so 
that the numbers they have written 
on it are visible. 

All these steps take a little time. 
It may be assumed then that the 
judges and clerks in 17 precincts, 
where more than 500 ballots were 
counted in the bond issue election 
had little time to get up and stretch 
during the day.

The next day he 
was surprised, he said, to read in 
the newspapers of the heavy vote 
cast in those wards. 


Aside from the abnormally heavy 
vote in the thirteenth precinct of 
the Twenty-first Ward there was, 
as has been mentioned, the chal- 
lenging circumstance that the re- 
cortied vote was 751 in favor of the 
bonds, and only 11 opposed. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter, accom- 
panied by a notary public, has ob- 
tained affidavits, as told, from 14 
qualified voters that they voted 
against the bonds. 

Out of several hundred voters in 
the precinct questioned by the re- 
porter, only 64 said they had voted 
for the bonds. There were 119 who 
said they could not remember 
whether they had voted. The re- 
porter found that 165 of those rég- 
istered for that election had moved 
'from the addresses given for them, 
either before or since the election. 
Six had died, and six were out of 
the city at the time of the inquiry. 


20 Short of Registration. 


The vote in this precinct, 762, was 
just 20 short of the precinct’s regis- 
tration, as determined by counting 
the names on the Election Board’s 
printed list of qualified voters is- 
sued about a month prior to the 
election. After the election how- 
ever, the board announced the “offi- 
cial total” of registration in the 
precinct as 795. 

From 20 registered voters in the 
precinct the Post-Dispatch reporter 
obtained affidavits that they had 
not voted in the bond election. One 
of those making affidavit asked 
that the name be withheld. 


The precinct is a residence neigh- 
borhood in which property values 
are relatively low. lLabadie, Ash- 
land and Newstead avenues, with 
New Ashland place, form its bound- 
aries. Many of the Negroes who 
live there said they had no recollec- 
tion of whether they had voted. 
Some of the white property owners, 
who remembered how they had 
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Five votes reported by the Elec- 
tion Board against the river front

LISBON, Portugal, Sept. 9.—Po- 
lice and soldiers occupied strateyic 
points in Lisbon today following a 
brief mutiny aboard two naval ves- 
sels. The city was quiet and the 
Government announced rebellious 
sailors of the destroyer Doa and 
the sloop Alfonso de Albuquerque 
had been arrested. 

An official communique on yes- 
terday’s revolt said the sailors, un- 
der the influence of Communist 
propaganda, decided to take the war- 
ships to aid Spanish Government 
forces at Valencia or Malaga. The 
Ministry of Marine, however, 
learned of the plot, the communique 
said, and sent a detachment aboard 
the sloop to arrest the ringleaders. 

The mutineers repulsed the 
boarding party with machine z2un 
fire after imprisoning their own of- 
ficers, it was asserted. 

In the confusion, four naval 
cadets jumped overboard and swam 
to land, informing Government of- 
ficials of the events aboard the 
ships.

Declaring that public ownership 


in the future would probably not 
be of the municipal type, “in view 
of the obvious fact that an elec- 
tricity area cannot be properly de- 
fined by the boundaries of any lo- 
cal government authority.” A Gov- 
ernment committee appointed last 
year is now studying the possibil- 
ity of a basic revision of the entire 
power system, public and private, 
with a view to reducing the number 
of utilities. 


“All capital needed by the munici- 
palities is raised at their own risk,” 
Lamb said, “the security being, 
primarily, the power to include 
trading losses in the general taxes 
levied on taxpayers, a secondary 
security being the electricity § as- 
sets. Municipalities in general raise 
money readily in the form of moft- 
gages of stock and have benefited 
recently by the lower interest levels 
at which these can be raised, the 
advantage showing not only in 
meeting extension schemes but also 
in renewal of expiring loans. These 
lower interest leveis in Great 
Britain are, of course, in line with 
the world-wide movement. Borrow- 
ings for electricity purposes are not 
reckoned as part of total borrow- 
ings, on which Parliament sets a 
limit generally for observance by 
local authorities.” 

Pay Taxes in Britain. 

Publicly owned utilities in Great 
Britain pay state and local taxes 
exactly as *nough they were pri- 
vately owned, Lamb said. 

In Hungarv. according to one of 
the delegates to the conference from 
that country, Dr. E. Haidegger, 65 
per cent of electric production is 
from publicly owned plants and 95 
per cent of all gas production.

Lasiie Seaward, the touring bicycie 
fireman from Savannah, Ga., is in 
St. Louis. He is the bicyclist who 
has ridden over 250,000 miles. He 
spends his vacations touring the 
country. His trip to St. Louis, a. 
mere jaunt of 900 miles, was made 
in six days, an average of 150 miles 
a day. His time would have been 
better if he hadn't accepted several 
offers from fire chiefs in various 
towns to stop a while. 

Seaward, who is 43 years old, 
took up the sport of bicycling some 
17 years ago. His mileage has all 
been made since that time. His 
bronzed face, stocky legs and 


of cycling. 

His eyes and lips smiled con- 
stantly as he recounted details of 
his trip from Savannah to here, 
and the amazing records in mileage 
he compiled in the years 1929 to 
1983, inclusive. 

No Accidents. 

“IT didn’t have any accidents on 
the way,” he said. “And I haven't 
had any on any of my other trips: 
I had a little trouble with the 
spokes in my back wheel, for they 
kept pulling out. That was because 
I was using a lower gear than I 
usually do, and the added strain 
in pulling up steep hills caused the 
spokes to snap.” 

“T had the laugh on a fire chief 
in Madisonville, Ky.,” he went on, 
“for they wanted to bet me that 
I would have to walk up a hill 
about 30 miles from town. But 
I made it, although I had to slow 
down to about 10 miles an hour to 
do it.” 

In making his remarkable rec- 
ords of mileage, he smashed all 
previous marks for the number of 
miles ridden in a year. He rode 37,- 
500 miles in 1929, and broke the 
mark in each of the succeeding four 
year, his last total being 43,000 
miles. He rode more than 175,000 
miles in the five years. 

He averaged close to 120 miles a 
day in setting his last record. 

To set that mark, he rode every 
day, winter and summer, on hot, 
cold, and wet days. At times, dur-

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::LER ANNOUNCES 4-YEAR 
_ ECONOMIC PROGRAM FOR 
GERMANY AT NAZI RALLY 


Aim Is to Make Reich Independent of Rest 
of World; Colonial Demands 
Part of Plan. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 9. 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler, following 
up a new demand for colonies and 
proclamation of a four-year pro- 
gram of economic security for Ger- 
many, assailed Bolshevism and “the 
destructive effects of democracy,” 
tonight. 


Addressing the Nazi party’s con- 
tion session on “culture,” he de- 
clared that “individual liberty leads 
to anarchy.” Bolshevism, he cried, 
“seeks to destroy culture as we see 
today in Spain and Russia, where 
80 per cent of the leading person- 
alities are Jews.” 

“The foundation of the state is 
the authoritary will,” he said. “All 
states have experienced the de- 
structive effects of democracy.” 

Hitler’s Proclamation. 

Hitler took the rostrum after his 
colonial demands had been reaf- 
firmed in aggressive fashion during 
the reading of a proclamation an- 
nouncing a scheme designed to 
make Germany economically inde- 
pendent of the rest of the world. 


The proclamation, made before 
Nazi leaders assembled in their 
fourth annual convention, dis- 
closed Hitler had signed decrees 
reorganizing the national economy 
and speeding up the planned produc- 
tion of all industrial and agricul- 
tural products, 

Their realization, he declared, “is 
only a question of our energy and 
determination.” 

“Our colonial demands,” the proc- 
lamation went on, “are part and 
parce] of this program. 

“We must build up our raw ma- 
terial forces.” 

The “raising by bootstraps” de- 
crees also contained schemes for in- 
creasing German exports, but the 
details were not disclosed in the 
proclamation, which was read by 
Adolf Wagner, Bavarian Nazi lead- 
er. Wagner imitates Hitier’s voice 
so perfectly that it seemed as if 
De Fuehrer himself were speaking. 

Economic Program. 

The proclamation said Germany 
had been made politically indepen- 
dent in the last four years; hence 
the next four would be devoted to 
economic independence. 

It declared the directness of Nazi 
principles had been demonstrated 
by “our. constantly recurring suc- 
cesses” in the midst of a troubled 
world, 

Praising at length the industrial 
and economic achievements of his 
administration, Hitler pointed to 
his building program and, extolling 
“regeneration” of German arts, ob- 
served: “This occurred without a 
single Jew being in a position of 
influence.” 


Clamorous applause greeted the 
reading of this section of the proc- 
lamation. 

Similarly, the reading of the an- 
nouncement was interrupted for a 
long time by heils when the reader 
emphasized “the shackles of the 
Versailles Treaty have been torn” 
and declared the army, navy and 
air force were capable of defending 
Germany agaist all enemies, 

“Worked a Miracle.” 

“Had I prophesied four years ago 
all that we have done, the world 
would have laughed at me as a 
crazy man,” Hitler’s proclamation 
said. 

“The national 
worked a miracle. 

“Today, Germany, in her public 
leadership and military defense, 
stands more secure than ever be- 
fore.” 

He contrasted “unrest” elsewhere 
in the world with the “peaceful” 
Olympic Games in Germay, and 
added: 

“Even the Jewish scribes can no 
longer lie about us. What we have 
achieved we have done at nobody 
else's expense. If other nations had 
attended to their own business, 
there would be a stronger com- 
munity of interest in Europe to- 
day.” 

Problem of Raw Materials. 

Other governments, Hitler stated, 
had nowhere near the difficulties of 
Germany, chiefly because of Ger- 
many’s limited soil and the density 
of its population. 

“Germany is compelled to obtain 
raw materials by the sale of indus- 
trial goods abroad,” he continued. 
“It is regrettable that the world 
does not understand this. 

“To buy one unit of fat, several 
units of German products must be 
exported. We must export at all 
costs. 


leadership has 


have feared, but against whom we al- 
ways have warned others.” 

Stressing Germany’s official sym- 
pathy for other so-called Fascist 
states, Hitler declared: “We feel 
ourselves bound to all countries 
which follow the same impulses as 
we.” 

Toward the end of the proclama- 
tion Hitler mentioned the new, dou- 
bled, two-year military service, as- 
serting: 

“I have no doubt but that Ger- 
man youth will serve without bat- 
ting an eye. I spent four years in 
the army during the World War.” 

' §$Streicher’s Speech. 

Pointing to Spain’s civil war, Ju- 
lius Streicher, anti-Jewish leader, 
told the assembled Nazis that Ger- 
many “is determined not to tolerate 
the organized and systematic de- 
struction of civilization.” 

Streicher, who also is Nurnberg 
district leader, greeted with special 
words of praise. representatives of 
the “greatest anti-Communist or- 
ganization”"—a group of Italian 
Fascists who are attending the con- 
vention. He declared Germany 
“vear after year has raised its 
voice” in warning against Bolshe- 
vism, 

On a list of Nazi dead, revered 
by the assembled delegates as mar- 
tyrs who perished in the “fight 
against Bolshevism,” were the 
names of four Germans executed 
recently by Government sympa- 
thizers in Spain.” 

In his keynote speech, Minister 
Without Portfolio Rudolf Hess, 
without mentioning France by 
name, declared Governments “al- 
ready are unable to enforce among 
their own people the neutrality (to- 
ward Spain) which was suggested 
by themselves,” 

“For the sake of the culture and 
civilization of the world, we must 
continue to warn against Bol- 
shevism, which in Spain reveals it- 
self in all its terrible wickedness,” 
he said. 

A roar of heils resounded through 
the crowd when Hess thanked 
Chancellor Hitler for making the 
Nezi party and the German army 
strong, “for delivering Germany 
from murder, torture and incen- 
diarism and for making Germany 
a guarantor of peace.” 

Opening of Convention. 

Hess, who is Hitler’s personal dep- 
uty in party affairs, called the first 
official session to order in the gi- 
gantic convention hall shortly after 
11 a. m., 

In the center of the flag-draped 
platform sat Hitler, surrounded by 
delegations of the highest National 
Socialist authorities. In front of 
the party leaders, 30,000 favored 
delegates who crowded the audito- 
rium, cheered and shouted their 
acclaim. of the Chancellor. 

Nurnberg awoke to the noise of 
brass bands and of fife and drum 
corps. Shortly before 9:30 a, m. 
columns of boys, bare-kneed in 
chill, gloomy weather, began to 
march in review before Hitler as 
he stood in front of his hotel. Be- 
fore the parade of youth had 
passed, rain drenched the streets. 

The ovations began when Hitler 
left the hotel to go by automobile to 
Luiptold Hall, scene of the conven- 
tion meeting. Sunshine broke 
through the clouds just as Hitler 
left his car to enter the hall. 

“Blood Fiag” Displayed. 

The first half hour of the ses- 
sion was devoted to a procession 
of standards, headed by the Nazis’ 
treasured relic, the so-called “blood 
flag.” This flag was carried dur- 
ing the beer cellar putsch in Mu- 
nich Nov. 9, 1923, when Hitler and 
his supporters attempted to take 
possession of Government build- 
ings. Stains of blood of those who 
fell in the conflict still spot the 
emblem. 

Another rite was the traditional 
reading of the names of all who, 
since 1923, have fallen in the Nazi 
cause. The list was read by Victor 
Lutze, commander of the black- 
shirted bodyguards. 

Swastika flags waved everywhere 
in Nurnberg. The city was trans- 
formed into a riot of black, white 
and red as the symbols of National 
Socialism and Der Fuehrer were 
raised. 

The physical boundaries of Nurn- 
berg overflowed with the 800,000 
Nazis and visitors who converged 
on the city to take part in the 
party deliberations. 

Hitlér will address the conven- 
tion tonight. He expected to re- 
view Nazi accomplishments during

SWISS REVOKE EXPULSION 
OF ITALIAN NEWSPAPER MEN 


Ruling Made on Ground That Ge- 
neva Action Violated Treaties 
Between Two Countries. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERNE, Switzerland, Sept. 9.— 
The Swiss Federal Council voided 
today the expulsion of eight Italian 
newspaper men from Geneva last 
July for creating a disturbance dur- 
ing the appearance of Emperor 
Haile Selassie before the League of 
Nations Assembly. 

The Federal Council reversed the 
expulsion order voted by the Ge- 
neva Council of State and upheld 
the appeals of the newspaper men. 
The ruling was made on the ground 
that the Geneva action violated 
treeties between Italy and Switzer- 
land. 


The Italians were charged with 
“creating a scandal during the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations 
for an outrage toward a Govern- 
ment (Ethiopia) accredited to the 
Swiss federation.” They hooted and 
shouted when the Negus arose 
to address the assembly June 30.

ICKES SAYS PWA CAN USE 
ALL OF $300,000,000 FUND 


Announces After Conference With 
Roosevelt That It Is Result of 
Relaxed Requirements, 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickessaid aft- 
er a conference with President 
Roosevelt yesterday that relaxed 
relief labor requirements would per- 
mit the PWA to use all of the $300,- 
000,000 made available by Congress 
for a new public works program. 
In addition to 140 allotments ap- 
proved earlier in the day, the PWA 
Administrator said a new list—us- 
ing some of the $300,000,000 for the 
first time—would be authorized by 
the President within “a few days.” 
A liberalization of the relief la- 
bor requirements was apparent in 
the new projects, which will use 70 
per cent relief labor. The more than 
300 projects previously approved 
will use relief labor exclusively. 
The President at first required 
that relief labor be used exclusively 
on all projects, but later modified 
this to permit use of local funds 
for non-relief labor and to author- 
ize allotments for projects for which 
the Federal Government had as- 
sured a “moral obligation” through 
issuance of bonds to pay the local 
share. 


CLAUDEL ON FRENCH DEBT 


Former Ambassador to U. S. Urges 
Payment of $26,000,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 9.— Paul Claudel, 
former French Ambassador to the 
United States, writing in Paris-Soir 
last night, advised France to pay 
400,000,000 francs ($26,000,000) to 
the United States on its war debt. 

Such a payment, Claudel wrote, 
would be “a gesture of justice and 
friendship to our allies of yester- 
day and perhaps of tomorrow.” 


FRANCE SIGNS 
TREATY TO END 
SYRIAN MANDATE 


Both Agree to Collaborate 
on Foreign Policies and 
to Co-operate in Event of 


War. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 9.—France set Syria 
on its way to independence today 
by signing a treaty providing for 
termination of the French mandate 
there. 


A month of negotiations be- 
tween Syrian Nationalists and the 
French Government came to frui- 
tion with the signatures of Pierre 
Vienot, Under Secretary for North 
Africa, and Hachem Bey El Atasso, 
head of the Syrian delegation, seal- 
ing the accord. 

The treaty will be executed after 
it has been ratified by the French 
and Syrian Parliaments and a 
three-year period has elapsed in 
which Syria will adapt itself for self 
rule and for entrance in the League 
of Nations. 

Under terms of the accord, Syria 
and France enter an alliance in 
which they agree to collaborate on 
foreign policies affecting them mu- 
tually, and providing for military 
co-operation in event of war. 

The military convention provides 
for continuation of French occupa- 
tion until Syria organizes its own 
forces under direction of a French 
mission. 

A separate treaty is to be con- 
cluded with Lebanon and _ the 
French High Commissioned ulti- 
mately is to be replaced by French 
Ambassadors to the Syrian and 
Lebanese republics. 

During the period until the treaty 
becomes effective in 1939, Syria, 
Lebanon and the administrative 
districts of Lattakia and Jebel 
Druse are to become unified. 

The treaty culminates long, vig- 
orous : gitation by Syrian national- 
ists for complete independence for 
which, in student strikes’ earlier 
this year, hundreds were killed and 
wounded. 

France has administered Syria 
since 1923 under a mandate grant- 
ed by the Supreme Council of the 
Allied Powers. 

Previously the former province 
of the old Turkish Empire had be- 
come an independent state under 
the treaty of Sevres, Aug. 10, 1920.

Asserts Course President

Thomas, formally opening his cam- 
paign as Socialist candidate for 
President last night, centered his 
attack on Labor's Non-Partisan 
League for Roosevelt and appealed 
to all workers to vote the straight 
Socialist ticket.

The Soclalist candidate, who is 
starting on a seven weeks’ stump 
ing tour, had telegraphed a chalk 
lenge to a debate to William Lemke, 
his Union party rival, or Father 
Charles E. Coughlin, as Lemke's 
proxy. 

John Nystul, Lemke’s campaign 
manager, replied from Chicago “We 
won't bother to rearrange our 
schedule” except for President 
Roosevelt or Gov, Landon.

The Constitution and Its Makers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S the presidential campaign waxes hot- 

ter, both sides will. make increasingly 
strenuous attempts to invoke the shades 
of the Founding Fathers. Comparisons 
and contrasts between Jefferson, Wash- 


ministration and its opponents on the 
other will become more and more fre- 
quent. Washington and Jefferson have 
figured in every campaign since their re- 
spective administrations, but their actual 
ideals, methods and creations have been 
so obscured by ballyhoo that their real 
selves and contributions are virtually un- 
known to the man in the street. 

Political orators rarely fail to give the 
impression that the Founding Fathers 
laid down a kind of formula, or pattern, 
which is purported to be the sum total 
of liberty. If any of our modern states- 
men deviate from this pattern, they are 
accused of destroying liberty. This pat- 
tern is interpreted to the public in the 
form of catch phrases such as “Constitu- 
tion,” “states’ rights,” “liberalism” and 
the like. If the real Founding Fathers 
were presented to the public, they would 
hardly be recognized. 

The Fathers devised the Constitution 
not as an end in itself, but as a method. 
Their aim in setting up the Government 
of 1789 was to unite 13 more or less in- 
dependent states; and since they knew 
of the antipathy of sections toward cen- 
tralized power, they divided powers. So 
many different views were current at the 
Constitutional Convention that the docu- 
ment could be drafted only after long 
bargaining and compromising. And 
when it was finally completed, no one 
was 100 per cent for it; some thought it 
went too far in one direction, while 
others thought it did not go far enough. 

It is ridiculous to hold up the Consti- 
tution as the Fathers adopted it as the 
last word in government, the height of 
human political endeavor. The Constitu- 
tion was drafted with one primary pur- 
pose—to form a more perfect union. They 
recognized its possible imperfections, and 
realized that times would not always be 
as they were in 1789. So desirous were 
they of making the Constitution a flexi- 
ble instrument that they wrote into the 
document four ways to amend it, though 
history has shown that the Constitution 
has probably been changed more through 
judicial decision than by amendment, 

As time went on, the intention of the 
Constitution to form a more perfect union 
became a dead letter, with the passing 
of sectionalism. The country grew, and 
new economic developments demanded 
political changes. But the Founding Fa- 
thers had adjusted their political system 
to meet certain particular needs,, Wheth- 
er certain groups like to admit it or not, 
the Constitution hag been changed, and 
changed considerably, since 1789. ln some 
counties, tune Government has not always 
kept pace with economic and social condi- 
tions; when the former lagged too far 
behind the latter, a revolution was the 
result. The American system, on the 
other hand, makes violent revolution un- 
necessary, both through constitutional in- 
terpretation, even though this may seem 
to lag, and actual amendment. 

The Founding Fathers’ great contribu- 
tion, therefore, was not the creation of 
an absolute political dogma, but the ex- 
perimental method of adjusting the Gov- 
ernment to the times. If they had thought 
their instrument was final, they would 
not have provided for amendment. 

It is thus easy to see that when pres- 
ent-day reactionaries call for a return to 
the principles of the Founding Fathers, 
they in reality want a return to that 
which the Fathers used to meet a par- 
ticular situation, something which today 
might be an instrument of privilege.

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UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 

The New York Sun has completed its employment 
survey in industry and trade on which it has been 
engaged for more than four months. It has not 
attempted a canvass of agriculture, the professions, 
domestic service and government employes, a task 
beyond its capacity. 
Comparison is made between the years 1935 and 
1929, and account is taken of the new workers that 
have appeared in the meantime. The field of in- 
dustry and trade has not been entirely polled. The 
survey has, however, covered more than 37 per cent 
of that field, which the Sun considers a sufficient 
sample from which to make approximately accurate 
deductions. 
From the data obtained, it estimates the decline 
in employment in 1935, as compared with 1929, at 
2,350,000. It places the new workers unemployed at 
1,243,000. The total is, therefore, 3,593,000, 
As to agriculture, all it can do is make “a good 
guess.” But with Federal work-relief figures for 
the farming states, and the estimates of hired help 
per farm, the guess is 1,500,000 unemployed. Its 
guess as to unemployment in the professions and 
domestic service, based on the industrial and trade 
percentages of one out of eight, is about 900,000. 
To recapitulate:

Agriculture — — -—- —- —— -—— —. — 1,500,000 

Professions, domestic service, etc.— 900,000 


Total — — ——-— -— — — 5,993,000 

The Sun's conclusions are less forbidding than 
those of other agencies that periodically submit un- 
employment estimates, but instead of trying “to mini- 
mize unemployment,” as was suspiciously charged, 
the Sun has emphasized the gravity of the situation. 
The program would be measurably solved, in the 
Sun’s judgment, if industry and commerce could put 
one-half of their unemployed back to work. How 
may jobs be provided for, say, the 1,500,000 still seek- 
img them? Where is the money to come from? Ask- 
ing those questions, the Sun answers: “It can come 
only from the sources which provided it in the past— 
from industry and business, workers and investors, 
small and large. And it can come only if those 
sources are not dried up by taxation, or destroyed by 
the tax collector's use of tax money to set up shop 
against the taxpayer.”

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THOUGHTS ON THE FARM PROBLEM. 


The drouth problem, like all the other major prob- 
lems connected with farming, comes down in the last 
analysis to the problem of how to restore the eco- 
nomic welfare of the country and so balance it that 
the farmer shall receive an adequate return for his 
labors. 

The weather has not changed. There were drouths 
and excessive rainfall when the farmer was pros- 
perous, but the ‘farmer then had the money with 
which to make his own fight against nature. He 
counted on lean years and fat years, on bumper crops 
and crop failures, and he made his plans accordingly. 
He farmed, indeed, in cycles, as all farmers in all 
times and all places must do. 

The Government undertook to show him, through 

the elaborate educationa)] service of the Department 
of Agriculture, how to make the most of his assets— 
how to conserve the fertility of his soi] through the 
rotation of crops, how to stop soil erosion, how to 
irrigate, how to use machinery, how to keep books, 
and so on through a long list of aids. This was an 
accepted function of government, one that has been 
constantly enlarged through the years. It was con- 
sidered no part of the function of government to 
regulate the amount or the character of the individ- 
ual farmer’s product, or to dig wells and ponds for 
him, just as it was considered no part of the function 
of government to tell the storekeeper what he should 
keep on his shelves or to build new warehouses for 
his goods. 
It was the failure of the farmer’s income that 
brought on the demand for new forms of aid—for 
the doing of things for the farmer that he had been 
accustomed, in good times, to do for himself. The 
root of the trouble is economic, not in the vagaries 
of nature. Emergency measures by government must 
be recognized for what they are—stopgaps. ‘The 
ultimate cure does not lie in the building of shelter 
belts of trees, or the governmental impounding of 
water, or the governmental regulation of production. 
It does not lie in any special services for the farmer. 
It can only lie in a horizontal improvement in the 
economic condition of the country, a lift all around, 
a lift that will carry the farmer with it and give 
him the income with which he can again make his 
own fight. 
If we can achieve that happy goal for the country, 
the farm problem will be solved and the stopgaps and 
the politically inspired nostrums of today will be for- 
gotten—forgotten, that is to say, until the next de- 
pression. 
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REMOVING THE DROUTH ISSUE. 
If the Republican orators had intended to criticise 
President Roosevelt’s plans for handling the drouth 
situation, their intentions must now be altered. The 
expected torrents of adverse comment will automat- 
ically become hymns of praise. This is on the author- 
ity of the G. O. P. high command, which has scfutin- 
ized the drouth proposals and found them masterly, 
comprehensive, logical, perfect. The finding is no 
sudden tribute to the opposing: candidate, however. 
It is based on the discovery that the Roosevelt plans 
are “an adaptation of those outlined by Gov. Lan- 
don in 1934,” 
This being the case, drouth relief is, or should be, 
remoyed from among the campaign issues. If Gov. 
Landon is praised by the G. O. P. for proposing these 
superlative measures, then Mr. Roosevelt is also en- 
titled to a bit of applause for making use of his 
opponent’s ideas. If the Democratic strategists ap- 
plaud the President's treatment of the problem, they 
can scarcely avoid giving a hand to the man who 
suggested a similar program long before. 
The politicians should be happy over this appar- 
ent removal of the drouih from the realm of partisan 
debate, and so snould the voters. For if there is any 
subject that ought to be treated by non-partisan 
methods and by inter-party collaboration, whether de- 
liberate or accidental, it is the matter of relieving 
the condition of the drouth-afflicted regions.

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DISCORD AMONG SPAIN’S DEFENDERS. 


The discord among the defenders of San Sebas- 
tian, besieged by the Fascist insurgents, is typical 
of the difficulties encountered in the efforts to build 
a stable Spanish Republic. The Municipal Governor 
and the Basque Nationalists favor surrendering San 
Sebastian, so the bloodshed and destruction that ac- 
companied the siege of nearby Irun may be averted. 
The Socialists and militiamen urge a campaign of 
resistance so conducted that it will avoid damage 
to the city. Anarchists and Communists would burn 
the city rather than yield it to the rebels. Actual 
fighting is reported as the rival parties sought to 
carry out their respective plans. 

Republican Spain has encountered similar conflict- 
ing counsels. The Government has been a moderate 
one, dedicated to widespread reforms but using 
gradual meéthods to attain them. Opposed to the 
moderate parties have been radical groups, advocat- 
ing more drastic action and speedier processes. Com- 
munists favor a “dictatorship of the proletariat.” 
Syndicalists would rule through labor organizations. 
Anarchists hold the philosophy that absence of gov- 
ernment is the best government. The Government 
has had difficulty in holding its own against these 
differences of its supporters. It was not until the 
Fascist danger became an immediate menace, with 
the outbreak of the present revolt, that these varied 
groups gave solid support. 

As shown by the developments at San Sebastian 
and elsewhere, the Popular Front, which voted the 
present Government into power last February, is 
not a united front. Disunion within the ranks thus 
may gravely impair the defenders’ chances of put- 
ting down the rebellion. And even if the loyalists

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Houses Cost Too Much 


Building costs are far out of line with those of clothing, food, transportation and 
other needs, writer says; they are so high, as compared with low average incomes, 
he adds, that majority of families can never hope to buy own homes; suggests 
remedy is perfection of pre-fabrication technique to tap $2000 to $3000 market.

OST of our people cannot truly afford 
Me buy a house at present rates. None 
should spend on a home more than two 
and one-half times his annual income. An- 
nual incomes are, on the average, small. 
They were highest in 1929, the average fig- 
ure then being $1315. In 1919 and in 1952, 
they averaged $1162 and $1096 respectively. 
On a $4000 income, a man can afford a 
$10,000 home, perhaps; on a $1315 income, he 
should not pay more than $3278. What sort 
of home could he get for that price? Insist 
upon this sound financial rule and you have 
wiped out three-quarters of the market at 
one swoop. 

In 1934, the average cost of one-family 
residential units for which permits were is- 
sued was $3387. But since so many have 
incomes below the average of $1315 annual- 
ly, it means that one-family units must be 
constructed in abundance to sell from $2000 
to $3000. 

Such homes the present so-called build- 
ing industry cannot fabricate on the site 
and deliver at the price required. 

This brings us to perhaps the biggest dif- 
ficulty of all. In building today, you have 
a group of unco-ordinated subcontractors 
working under a general contractor, attempt- 
ing to fabricate on sites homes made up of 
a large number of different kinds of parts 
which are not standardized or interchange- 
able. Turn for example to the automobile 
industry and imagine how much progress 
would have been made had the family car 
been so fabricated in the back yard from 
materials ordered here and there, helter- 
skelter, by a lot of subcontractors whose ac- 
tivities were not closely integrated. Imag- 
ine it! 

Today, about 50 industrial concerns are 
trying to perfect and market (for profit) 
pre-fabricated homes, but thus far their 
houses sell for from $5000 to $10,000 and are 
unavailable to the average run on the av- 
erag@ income. These houses are still in the 
luxury field. If the technique of manufac- 
ture and assembly is so perfected that the 
$2000 to $3000 market can be tapped, then 
something will begin to happen. It is doubt- 
ful, however, whether that can occur with- 
out Government intervention, simply because 
all private enterprise is so hopelessly entan- 


glied in debt burdens and wasteful ineffi- 
ciency. Meanwhile, many would rise to de- 
plore the passage of the “cut-to-fit” house 
of today, the house, mind you, that is prac- 
tically never in working order when the pur- 
chaser moves in, and which is full of dis- 
comforts and inconveniences. 

liouses-snould be scientifically designed 
functionally to serve the ends of health, coa- 
venient living and general comfort at prices 
commenstutfate with those now paid by con- 
sumers. for other things they buy. Housing 
prices are out of line with transportation, 
lighting, clothing, entertainment, food and 
other costs. But the mass production of pre- 
fabricated homes by machines must be re- 
sorted to if such homes are to be produced 
and utilized in quantity. 

This does not argue extreme standardiza- 
tion. But why standardization should seem 
so frightful it is difficult to imagine when 
we consider the average older communities 
now standing. They are not only rendered 
ugly by the presence of obsolete, poorly de- 
signed and neglected properties of all sorts, 
they also contain blocks upon blocks of row- 
houses, or else too slightly separated houses, 
upon lots that are too small, and in great 
architectural similarity. 

What could be uglier than the row con- 
struction we find in Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia, for instance? Yet it was the result of 
private individualism, working with entire 
freedom, producing the old hand-laid brick . 
residence. 

The mass production of cheaper homes 
would not necessarily mean the use of stand- 
ardized wall sections, roof sections and other 
entire large chunks of houses. The units 
would be small. Using a comparatively lim- 
ited number of standardized, interchange- 
able parts and sizes, a good architect could 
secure a wide variety of pleasing and unique 
combinations. Indeed, his freedom to ex- 
press his creative gifts and initiative in de- 
sign would be rather enhanced than im- 
peded by such a complete break from prece- 
dent and tradition. If such houses could be 
produced cheaply and efficiently, and sold 
to purchasers on sound financing plans, or- 
der could be brought out of the chaos in the 


housing industry.

Product Has Resemblance to Grain-

A “sharp rise in taxes from 
1900 to 1929" was said to have 
been caused by “rapid expansion in 
local and state services,” with road 
building and education chief fae- 
tors. 
| The depression, the study said 
has “reversed the farm § taxation 
trend,” with public services either 
curtailed or costs shifted to State 
and Federal Governments. 

During this shift, the report sald, 
“many rural schools were closed 
or put on part time,” teachers’ sal- 
aries were cut and school courses 
eliminated. Road building and Pub- 
lic Works construction were said 
to have been expanded, the cost 
being shifted from farm real estate 
to State and Federal Governments 
with payment “from sources other 
than property.” 

The study showed the average 
acre tax varied widely in different 
regions and states. In 1934 the tax 
'was 5 cents an acre in New Mexico 
-and $2.21 in Massachusetts.

didates for judgeships and the of- 
fice of Circuit Attorney. The peti- 


tion asks that this proposal be 
placed before the association at the 
special meeting to be held Monday 
night at Hotel Chase. 

The signers of the petition are 
Ernest A. Green, M. A. Aldrich, 
Robert T. Elam, Robert lL. Aron- 
son, Edwin C. Luedde, Norman Beg- 
eman, Louis Mayer, Wallace Wilson, 
Karl P. Spencer, William T. Jones, 
Marion C, Early and Robert Bur- 
nett. 

Monday night’s special meeting 
was called, on petition of 10 other 
members, to reconsider the indorse- 
ment of Circuit Attorney Franklin 
Miller for re-election. The petition 
members stated that, because of 
Miller’s course of action in investi- 
gation of registration and election 
frauds exposed by the Post-Dispatch, 
many members of the association 
felt its indorsement was “unwar- 
ranted.” 

Daniel Bartlett, chairman of the 
committee on judicial candidates, 
announced, in a letter sent out to 
the membership today, that peti- 
tions for placing the Bar Associa- 
tion’s ticket on the ballot would be 
ready for circulation immediately 
after Monday’s meeting. To get the 
independent ticket on the ballot for 
the Nov. 3 election it is necessary 
that about 6000 signatures be ob- 
tained on petitions by Oct. 15. Sign- 
ers of the petitions must be resi- 
dents of St. Louis and qualified vot- 
ers who have not aided and will 
not aid in the nomination of any 
other candidates for the same of- 
fice. 

The last provision is cited by 
those who now wish to abandon 
the indorsements. They say that it 
“creates a situation wherein the in- 
dorsed candidates are sponsored 
solely by citizens who were not 
sufficiently civic-minded to have 
performed their duties by voting 
at the primary.” They also say the 


\entire plan “will involve the Bar 


Association in political activity to 
an undesirable extent.” 

In its present form the indorsed 
list, revised since the primary to 
contain names only of those nomi- 
nated by one of the two major par- 
ties is: Circuit Judge, Arthur H. 
Bader, Frank Landwehr, Robert W. 
Hall, Granville Hogan, William B. 
Flynn and Clyde C. Beck; Judge 
Court of Criminal Correction, Joseph 
lL. Simpson; Circuit Attorney, 
Franklin Miller. Of the candidates 
for the circuit bench, all but Flynn 
are Republicans and incumbents; 
Simpson and Miller are Democrats.

PARIS, Sept. 9—Air Minister 
Pierre Cot announced today the 
winner of an air race between New 
York and Paris next May—com- 
memorating the tenth anniversary 
of Col, Charles A. Lindbergh’s fa- 
mous flight—would get a million 
francs, currently $65,800. 

The race will be open to any 
type of plane, after a single test 
over a New York airport, but each 
contestant must have a radio. 

The winner will -be the plane 
making the fastest time between 
the two cities. Refuelling en route 
will be permitted. 

There will be additional prizes of 
500,000 francs ($32,900) for second 
place, 300,000 francs ($19,740) for 
third place and 200,000 francs ($13,- 
160) for fourth place, 

The entry fee will be 5000 francs 
(about $329) payable to the Aero 
Club of France until April 20, 1937.

“The route took me around Calu- 
met Lake, the stockyards and Jack- 
son Park. We passed the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and a very fashion- 
able section of South Chicago 
known eas Hyde Park. The train 
arrived at Michigan boulevard and 
Randolph street at 6:30. Every- 
thing was very quiet. The North 
Side traffic was just beginning to 
pour into the Loop. 1 crossed over 
Michigan into Grant Park and the 
first thing that caught my eye was 
the famous sitting statue of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. The lake and sky 
were barred with heavy orange and 
purple fast changing to baby blue. 
I sat on great stones on the shore 
watching the changing shades and 
the small boats bobbing in the 
breakwater. The sky line of the 
Loop could hardly be seen through 
the mist and strong sun reflection.
